characters ; not but Morton has evinced great knowledge of stage 
effect in the construction of his Play, and the acting of Macready, 
Harley, Farren, and Miss Phillips, might make endurable a worse 
drama. It seems rather strange, as Hyder 4li is only to be played 
three nights a week, that those nights on which The Evzile is per- 
formed should be selected, as thus al! the splendour of processions, &c. 
come together, till our eyes are dazzled with spanglea, and our heads 
ache with drums, trumpets, and shouting. 


Covent Garden Cheatre. 

Moore's Tragedy of The Gamester was played here last night, with 
Young and Fanny Kemble, as Mr and Mrs Beverley, and Warde as 
Stukely. It appeared to us that Young did not, by any meaas, do his 
best, for except in the scene at the gaming house, where he reproached 
Stukely, he was cold as an icicle; it might be the paucity of the audience 
damped his ardour. Miss Kemble was not affected by the same cause, 
for we never saw her take more pains with the part of the distressed 
and doting wife, or play it better. Warde’s Stukely is his crack part, 
it has less of his monotenous sing song, than any other of his tragic 
efforts. We regret we cannot praise the Charlotle of Miss Lee, it was 
as tame a piece of stil] life, as ever we were doomed to witness. After 
the Tragedy, we had the Musical Entertainment of Brother and Sister, 
which went off with spirit, though, with the exception of Wilson ia 
exchange for Duruset, the cast is very inferior to what it was on its 
first production. Miss Inverarity was the heroine, and sang the echo 
song with much taste, but less power than she sometimes displays :— 
to those who remember Miss Stephens, it was a sad falling off. H. 
Cawse and Mrs Keeley, (the latter of whom we see too little of lately) 
were a lively pair of handmaids. Wilson sang with great sweetness ; 
his “ Pilgrim of Love,” was unanimously ercored.
